The  project  site  is  located  on  a comer  lot  in  the  South  of  Market  neighborhood  and  within  the  Western 
SoMa  Mixed-Use  General  District  and  Western  SoMa  Special  Use  District.  The  lot  is  on  a block  bounded 
by  Berwick  Place  to  the  northeast,  Harrison  Street  to  the  southeast,  8th  Street  to  the  southwest  and  Heron 
Street  to  the  northwest.  The  lot  is  occupied  by  an  approximately  10,200-gross-square-foot  (gsO/  one-story- 
with-mezzanine  industrial  building.  The  building  consists  of  two  structures:  the  east  porHon  of  the 
building  was  constructed  in  1912  and  the  west  portion  of  the  building  was  constructed  in  1929.  The 
sections  were  unified  in  1929. 


The  proposed  project  would  retain  the  existing  stmcture,  convert  the  mezzanine  level  to  a full  second 
story,  and  renovate  the  exterior  of  the  building.  The  proposed  project  would  include  interior 
improvements  in  order  to  provide  approximately  19,200  gsf  of  office  space.  Exterior  alterations  on  the 
Harrison  Street  fagade  would  include  restoring  existing  windows  and  steel  framing  and  replacing  the 
existing  roll-up  doors  with  new  store-front  doors.  A new  elevator  would  serve  both  floors  and  the  roof 
level,  where  an  approximately  1,350-square-foot  roof  deck  is  proposed.  Other  proposed  work  includes 
restoration  of  the  other  exterior  facades  and  general  maintenance  of  the  building.  The  proposed  project 
would  include  excavation  of  approximately  48  cubic  yards  of  material  to  a maximum  depth  of  two  feet 
below  grade  to  accommodate  a new  elevator  pit.
